Harry Hill, chief engineer of 
WFRV TV, ua> bom ami 
ed in Niagara Falls, New York 
He graduated from La Salle 
High School, New York, in 
1944 and served one and a half 
yeare in the aviation cadet pro- 
gram of the Army Air Corps 
Upon discharge Hill attended 
DeForest Training, Inc., in 
Chicago for two years, study- 
ing radio engineering. and cir- 
cuit design of radio receiving 
sets. 

Hill came north in 1947 to 
I work at WJPG in Green Bay. 
In his six years there he work- 
ed with AM and FM radio 
[transmitters and all phases of 
broadcast operational equip- 
Iment. 

In 1953 he started working 
| with television at WBAY-TV 
in Green Bay. He operated for 
I six months in all functions of 
studio control such as audio, 
video, camera, switching and 
movie projection.
